Awaiting Trial. 

Caught 500 miles east of Leo- 
poldville by army 
ymmander Col. Joseph Mobu- 
tu’s troops, he has been brought 
back to face trial on charges of 
inciting the army to mutiny in 
the chaotic days after independ- 
ence last summer. 

Western diplomats said they

Threat to the Nile.

Symington estimated that im- 
proved administration made pos- 
sible by the plan would make 
possible savings of 20 per cent 
in military expenditures. On 
this basis he said the present 
defense budget of 40 billion dol- 
lars could be cut by eight billion 
dollars through the reorganiza- 
tion plan and yield the same 
amount of defense now being 
obtained. 


The report was prepared by a 
six-member committee of which 
Symington is chairman. Kennedy 
asked the group to undertake the 
study shortly after he won the 
Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion last July.

He said he had been author- 
ized to say that the President- 
elect found the report “an in- 
teresting and constructive study 
which I know will be carefully 
analyzed by the Congress and 
the incoming Administration.”

National Council’s 
Assembly, Urges Po- 
litical, Social, Eco- 
nomic Stands.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5 —| 


The National Council of Churches 
opened its triennial assembly 
last night with 3000 delegates 
and visitors from 50 states. This 
meeting marks the tenth anni- 
versary of the council, which 
represents 33 Protestants and 
Eastern Orthodox denominations 
with. a total membership of 
nearly 40,000,000. 

The Rev. Dr. Edwin T. Dahl- 
berg of St. Louis, president of 
the council, opened the assembly 
with a vigorous defense of the 
right of churches to speak out 
On political, social and economic 
issues. Dr. Dahlberg, pastor of 
Delmar Baptist Church, is fin- 
ishing his three-year term as 
council president. His successor 
will be elected Thursday. 

Dr. Dahlberg first recalled 
three of the major controversial 

' issues that have beset the Na- 
tional Council in his term of 
office. 

“I have been in the rough 
and tumble of the Cleveland con- 
ference,’’ he began. This was 
a reference to the public pro- 
nouncement of a council com- 
mission, which spoke for itself, 
not for the parent council, advo- 
cating an approach by the United 
States toward recognition of R i 
China. 

Air Force Manual. 

Dr. Dahlberg then spoke of the 
Air Force Manual, ‘‘whose un- 
clean fallout is still contaminat- 
ing the life of the churches in 
many sections of the country.” 
(The manual, which criticized al- 
leged leftish officers and mem- 
bers of the National Council, 
was withdrawn). 

“IT have spoken at integrated 
meetings of local and state coun- 
cils of churches,” he continued, 
“where in one instance police 
were searching the building as 
the result of a bomb warning, 
and in another instance a picket 
line was parading up and down 
in front with signs reading 
‘Dahlberg Go Home.’ .. 

‘“‘We have a Biblical mandate 
to extend the sway of Christ’s 
spirit over governments, races, 
peoples, freedoms, military and 
economic power structures and 
whatever exists even beyond the 
frontiers of space. 

“Some people say, ‘You may 
preach about the Sunday school, 
about prayer, family life and the 
world to come, but you may not 
preach about war and peace. 
You must not intrude into the 
field of race relations, or the in- 
tegration of the schools. You are 
not competent to speak about 
political issues, economic issues 
or international issues. 

“They will never succeed. 
Never again will the spokesmen 
of the Prince of Peace be con- 
tent with the narrow, circum- 
scribed concept of religion that 
would make the church of Jesus 
Christ little more than an in- 
dulgent old grandmother, fumb- 


ling in her capacious pockets | 


for peppermints of spiritual com- 
fort to give to the children of the 
rising generation.”’ 

Merger Proposed. 

A few hours before the assem- 
bly opened, a former council 
president created a sensation 
among delegates and visiting 
churchmen by proposing a 
merger of four of the largest 
Protestant denominations. He is 
the Rev. Dr. Eugene Carson 
Blake of Philadelphia, a former 
St. Louisan, stated clerk (chief 
administrative officer) of the 
United Presbyterian Church. 


The churches for which he 


suggested a merger are his own, 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
the Methodist Church and the 
new United Church of Christ. 
Together, the four churches have 
18,311,587 members, 41,802 local 
churches and 63,581 pastors. 
The United Church of Christ 


was formed in 1957 by the mezg- _ 


er of the Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church and the Congre- 
gational Christian Churches. 

Dr. Blake made his proposal 
in a sermon at Grace Episcopal 
Cathedral. Bishop James A. 
Pike of the Episcopal Diocese of 
California immediately, in the 
same crowded public service, 
gave the proposed merger his 
blessing. 


“Just as the Rev. Dr. Blake : 


has not spoken officially for his 
own church, I cannot speak offi- 
cially for mine,” Bishop Pike 
said. ‘“‘But as a bishop in the 
historic succession, which the 
preacher (Dr. Blake) regards as 
an element in the united church, 
I can say that his prophetic 
proclamation is the most sound 


and inspiring proposal for unity 


of the church in. this country 


which has ever been made in | 


its history. 


“I hope and pray that his plan 
will be receivéd by the four 
\. churches — and others—in the 
Christian spirit in which it has 


offered and that definite 
ac toward its fulfillment will 
soon be forthcoming. I shall cer- 


tainly labor to this end.”

Supreme Court Bars 
Refusal to Serve Per- 


sons Traveling 


Across State Lines, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that “‘white’’ restaurants in in- 
terstate bus terminals must 
serve Negroes making journeys 
across state lines. 


Justice Hugo Black delivered 
the 7-to-2 decision. Justice 
Charles E. Whittaker wrote a 
dissenting opinion in which Jus- 
tice Tom C. Clark joined. 


The court ruled on an appeal 
by Bruce Boynton, a Negro who 
was fined $10 for refusing to 
leave a ‘‘white’’ restaurant in 
the Trailways bus terminal in 
Richmond, Va. 


Justice Black’s majority opin- 
ion said the question to be 
decided was whether an inter- 
state bus passenger is denied a 
federal statutory or constitu- 
tional right when a restaurant 
in a bus terminal used by the 
carrier along its route discrimi- 
nates in serving food because of 
the color of the passengers. 


Under the circumstances of 
this case, Black said, Boynton 
had a federal right to remain 
in the ‘‘white’’ restaurant. 


“‘He was there ‘under author- 
ity of the law’—the Interstate 
Commerce Act—and it was error 
for the Supreme Court of Vir- 
ginia to affirm his conviction,” 
Black wrote. 

In his dissenting opinion, Jus- 
tice Whittaker said there was no 
evidence in the record to show 
that the Richmond restaurant 
was operated or controlled by 
any carrier, directly or indirect- 
ly. 

Black’s majority opinion said 
that because of some of the ar- 
guments made on Boynton’s ap- 
peal it was necessary to explain 
what the court was not deciding. 

‘‘We are not holding that every 
time a bus stops at a wholly 
independent roadside restaurant 
the Interstate Commerce Act re- 
quires that restaurant service be 
supplied in harmony with the 
provisions of that act,” Black 
stated.

civilian control over our military 
establishment. It would strength- 
en the hand of the Secretary of 
Defense. It would increase his 
eapacity for instantaneous re- 
sponse to military emergencies 
by. cutting out the bureaucratic 
layers that now exist at the 
Pentagon.” 

Consolidation Proposals. 

The plan would consolidate a 
number of functions now per- 
formed individually by each of 
the services. Functions that, 
would be consolidated imclude 
research and engineering, pro- 
curement and production, and 
supervision and establishment of 
installations. 

There would be a consolidated 
directorate created to handle 
each of these functions for all 
the military services. 

The directorates would oper- 
ate under the supervision of one 
of two new positions of Under 
Secretary of Defense’ which 
would be created by the plan. 
The man filling that post would 
be known as Under Secretary for 
Weapons Systems. 

Establishment of the combined 
directorates under his supervi- 
sion would make possible aboli- 
tion of seven present positions 
of assistant defense secretaries, 
Symington stated. 

The other new post would be 
known as Under Secretary for 
Administration. Under direction 
of the official in that post would 
come all business functions, in- 
cluding financial, legal, informa- 
tion, legislative, transportation, 
communication. and other-related 
matters. He would be, in effect, 
a ‘‘business manager for all the 
armed forces,’’ Symington said. 


Degree of Separation. 

The present departmental | 
structure of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force would be eliminated 
although the services would be 
preserved as separate organiza- 
tions within the Defense De- 
partment. ‘ 

Each service would retain re- 
sponsibility for logistic and ad- 
ministrative support of military 
functions. The operating head 
of each service, however, would 
be its military chief instead of 
a civilian secretary, as at pres- 
ent. 

Each military 
would repor firectly to the Sec- 
retary of Defense. ‘‘We would 
thus concentrate civilian control 
at one level instead of two,” 
Symington said. 

He said the study committee 
felt that it was difficult to sub- 
ordinate service interests to the 
national interest as long as ci- 
vilian secretaries are retained 
for each independent service. 

The plan would eliminate five 
positions in each service—those 
of the Secretary, the Under Sec- 
retary and three assistant secre- 
taries—for a total of 1I5,. The 
other seven positions to be abol- 
ished are those of assistant sec- 
retaries of defense, whose func- 
tions would be assimilated by 
proposed Under Secretary of De- 
fense for Wearons Systems and 
his three. subordinate directo- 
Tates. 

Defense Secretary’s Power. 
Symington said the plan pro- 
posed by his committee ‘‘would 
give the Secretary of Defense 
unquestioned authority and con- 
trol over all elements of: the 
Pentagon at all levels. 
“This,”’ he went on, “‘is 
most important 
ment.”’ 

A significant change in.the top 
military chain of command 
would result from the proposed 
organization. Authority would’ 
extend in a direct line from the 
President to the Secretary of De- 
fense and then to the Chairman 
of the Joint Staff. The chairman 
would occupy the position now 
held by the combined Joint 
Chiefs of Staff'as chief military 
adviser to the President. 

In addition he would preside 
over the proposed new military 
advisory council. Symington said 
the exact size and composition 
of the council were not spelled 
out by the study committee. 

The senior officers who would 
compose the council, he said, 
would. leave their individual 
service when appointed to the 
council and would not return to 
their service positions. The pur- 
pose, he explained, was to re- 
lieve them of pressure from 
their own services so they could 
more easily make _ decisions 
based on over-all security needs. 

New Legislation Possibility. 

Symington said _ legislation 
might be required to establish 
the new office.

The proposal for making all 
military appropriations . directly 
to the Defense Department 
instead of to the individual mili- 
tary services would further de- 
emphasize the role of the serv 
ices. Funds presumably could 
be shifted among the military 
forces at the will of the Defense 
Secretary. 

Symington said the plan con- 
templated making some military 
appropriations on a ‘‘multi-year”’ 
basis. This, he added, would 
make possible better planning 
and programming than is pos- 
sible under the present system of 
yearly appropriations. 

The proposal would require 
also the Secretary of Defense to 
justify in advance appropriations 
he requests for development of 
new weapons systems. Such 
justifications are required now 
for expenditures for military 
housing and installations. 

Legislative Study. 

Symington said it was not 
known what parts of the pro- 
gram would require legislation 
and what parts could be put into 
effect by executive order. An 
analysis of this roint is being 
made now, he stated. 

Symington said the report was 
agreed to unanimously by the 
committee. One member, Leva, 
filed a reservation to one rec- 
ommendation, although agreeing 
there was need for drastic re- 
duction in the military secretar- 
iat. Leva said in a footnote, he 
felt ‘“‘several additionai’’ under 
secretaries of defense were 
needed to assist the Secretary 
of Defense.

Emphasizing the need for 
speed in military preparations, 
Symington observed, “In any 


previous war that we have been 
in, we had at least 18 months 
to prepare. In case we get into 
any future war, we would be 
lucky to have 18 minutes.” 

Other objectives, he said, were 
to provide a closer relationship 
between research and develop- 
ment and to eliminate the ‘‘two- 
hat’ problem faced by members 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff who 
must report both to the secretary 
of their own service and to the 
Secretary of Defense. 

‘Security With Solvency.’ 

In an effort to summarize the 
committee’s view of the task it 
faced, Symington said: 

“We believe that because our 
problem fundamentally can be 
summed up—maybe if you can 
sum it up at all—as security 
with solvency, that we have to 
be careful to try to utilize to the 
fullest our human resources and 
our material resources. The 
basic problem isto avoid the 
delay incident to waste and to 
avoid waste, per se. 

“In this connection, therefore, 
we would like to- minimize the 
layers of control which are now 
the overlap- 
ping which is so characteristic 
now, and the increasing rivalry 
in the services which, in effect, 
is the result of each service try- 
tng to place itself in a position 
where it could wage any future 
war if this country was attacked, 
by itself. 

In estimating savings that 
could be achieved through de- 
fense reorganization, Symington 
indicated that much of this 
money, in his opinion, should be 
plowed back into military ex- 
penditures to strengthen the 
coumry’s position. 

Symington’s Future. 

Asked whether he was inter- 
ested in the position of Secretary 
of Defense in the Kennedy ad- 
ministration, Symington restated 
his previous assertion that he 
felt he could be of more use in 
the Senate than in the cabinet. 

Symington brought the com- 
mittee’s plan to Palm Beach this 
morning from Key Biscayne, 
Fla., where he has been vaca- 
tioning.

St. Clair county’s civil defense 
office will cease operation next | 
Dec. 31, it was announced today. | 

Elimination of the agency was | 
ordered Saturday by the county | 
board of supervisors, which 
dropped an item of $59,165 for 
civil defense from the county 
budget for the fiscal year ending 

_ next Nov. 30. 

The 31-to-6 vote to drop the ac- 
| tivity followed rejection by vot- 
ers last Nov. 8 of a proposition 
'which*® would have authorized 
‘levying of a special civil de- 
'fense tax of up to 5 cents on 

each $100 of assessed valuation. 


The 2-to-l1 margin of defeat 
was ‘“‘clear mandate to abolish 
the agency,” East St. Louis 
Township Supervisor Ben F. 
Day said. He was a leader in 
the move to drop the agency. 


The civil defense office’s 
budget for the 1960 fiscal year 
'was $109,000, but only $58,000 
'was spent after the supervisors 
ordered sharp curtailment last 
| January. The cut in expendi- 
'tures was ordered after the Illi- 
'nois Attorney General ruled that 
a special civil defense tax levied 
_by the board was illegal without 
voter approval. 


County Civil Defense Director 
Laurence F. Miller said that un- 
der restrictions of state law the 
board could have levied a tax 
not to exceed 144 cents if the 
voters had approved the special 

| proposition. 

Miller, whose $10,000-a-year 
job was eliminatd by Saturday’s 
action, said he expected repre- 
sentatives of the federal Office 
of Civil and Defense Mobiliza- 
tion to appear soon to help han- 
die disposition of a large amount 
of equipment purchased with 
matching federal funds.

000, Miller said. 

The civil defense office, which

In a farewell speech at Lenin- 
grad, before continuing his tour 
of Russia, President Liu Shao- 
chi said: 


“The great Soviet Union has 
always been and is today a pow- 
erful bastion of world peace. The 
initiative of the Soviet govern- 
ment and its proposals aimed at 
easing international disarma- 
ment and peaceful coexistence 
between countries with differing 
social systems have the sympa- 
thy and support of all peace- 
loving nations and peoples.” 


HE SAID that the Red summit 
conference ‘‘resulted in a still 
further strengthening of the co- 
hesion of the entire Communist 
movement and in a still further 
strengthening of the solidarity 
between the Communist party of 
China and the Communist party 
of the Soviet Union, between the 
People’s Republic of China and 
the Soviet Union.” 

(Moscow radio broadcast Liu’s 
speech, but this dispatch was 
delayed in passing through cen- 
sors). 

Pravda, the Soviet Communist 
party ‘newspaper, published a 
long editorial a week ago in 
which it stated that peaceful co- 
existence as interpreted by Pre- 
mier Khrushchev is the correct | 
interpretation. 


Coming as it did near the end 
of the conference, after more 
than two weeks of debate, it 
sounded as if the Russians had 
laid down the law as they saw it. 

In his speech, Liu said that 
China's industrial and technical 
advances were heavily dependent 
on Soviet production. 


*“YOU MANUFACTURE for our 
country a great amount of intri- 
cate equipment,” he said, ‘‘make 
available to us a great amount 
of designing documentation, send 
us skilled specialists, train for 
our country a great number of 
technical specialists.”’ 


Khrushchev has argued that 
war is no longer possible be- 
cause of nuclear weapons and 


the Communist summit con- 


that Communist countries must 
reply on showing the world that 
they can produce more than cap- 
italist countries and give greater 
freedom and happiness to man- 
kind than capitalist countries. 

Saturday, Wladyslaw Gomulka, 
chief of the Polish party, said 
the Communist summit commit- 
tee had adopted the Khrushchev 
line in large measures. 

Gomulka said on returning to 
Poland from the three-week 
Moscow conference that the &1 
national and regional party or- 
ganizations agreed: 

“The fight between socialism 
(Communism) and capitalism, 
between the new and the old 
world, can and should be decided 
not by means of a new world 
war but through peaceful com- 
petition between both social sys- 
tems.” 


IN ROME, Luigi Longo, lieu- 
tenant of Italian Communist 
leader Palmiro Togliatti, said 
the conference reaffirmed the 
“just policy which has its axis 
in the fight for peaceful co- 
existence, disarmament and 
peace.” 

Gomulka’s speech went bevond 
the communique issued after the 
secret Red summit meetings 
ended Thursday. He said the 
Communist bloc is strong enough 
to force world disarmament and 
must do so. He did not spell out 
how the Communists should pro- 
ceed. 

The communique issued after 
the summit ‘avoided mention of 
the reported differences between 
the Soviet Union and Red China 
over co-existence, but left the 
impression’ that Khrushchev’s 
views prevailed. 

Longo said publication of two 
documents agreed on during the 
summit is being delayed to allow 
simultaneeus release by, all Com- 
munist parties. 

“For now,” he said, “‘it is 
sufficient to say that all the 
hopes of reaction and imperial- 
ism for a. rupture among the 
Communist forces have been dis- 
appointed.” 


SUDAN REJECTS 
U.S. WHEAT DEAL, 
ACCEPTS RUSSIA’S

KHARTOUM, Dec. 5—The gov- 
ernment of the Sudan announced 
yesterday its decision to pay 
cash for 100,000 tons of Russian 


wheat. In accepting the Soviet 
offer, the government turned 
down an American bid under the 
surplus commodities disposal 
program to sell the Sudan wheat 
and then lend back a substantial 
part of the proceeds for mu- 
tually-agreed-upon development 
programs, 

A Sudanese official said the 
Soviet wheat deal was strictly 
nonpolitical and that there would 
be some difficulty in finding 
development programs toward 
which American wheat proceeds 
could be applied. 

One minister smiled wryly and 
said, ‘Simple and naive as we 
are we came to the conclusion 
that we liked the lower price. 
This will have one important 
effect in helping keep down 


bread prices without subsidiza- 


tion.”

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U.S. Goals Abroad 


The basic foreign policy of the United 
States should be the preservation of its own 
independence and free institutions. Our 
position before the world should be neither 
defensive nor belligerent. We should co- 
operate with nations whose ideals and inter- 
ests are in harmony with ours. We should 
seek to mitigate tensions, and search for 
areas of accommodation with opponents. The 
safeguarded reduction of armaments is an 
essential goal. 

In these words the President's Commission 
on National Goals has summarized what it 
holds to be our basic objectives in interna- 
tional relations. Short of that not yet dis- 
cernible day on which an acceptable world 
government becomes a possibility, very few 
persons indeed will quarrel with this formu- 
lation. 

Certainly we agree that “a major nuclear 
war would be a world catastrophe” and that 
therefore “the limitation and control of nu- 
clear armament is imperative.” One also 
agrees that ‘‘a safeguarded agreement to sus- 
pend nuclear testing may well be the first 
step, and would tend to limit the number of 
nuclear powers.” And it might help to elim- 
inate misunderstandings at least among our- 
selves if the new Administration accepted 
the proposition that “in view of the complex 
interaction of arms control and national se- 
curity, we must organize a major Government 
effort for the analysis of political, military, 
and technical issues in order to provide a 
sounder base for policy formulation and 
negotiation.” 

Equally sound goals are “the preservation 
and strengthening of the United Nations,” 
our alliances, and our commitment to NATO. 
These objectives do not preclude equitable 
contributions by our allies. Perhaps they 
would be more co-operative than they some- 
times seem if they understood us more clear- 
ly. So “we must encourage far larger num- 
bers of qualified Americans to live and work 
abroad.” Here the commission came closest 
to being original. American good intentions 
go for little if American representation—by 
diplomats, business men, and teachers—does 
not fully reflect our position. The United 
States must be less than a true world power 
if it is not truly represented throughout the 
world. 

The commission also insists—and rightly— 
that “the healthiest world economy is: at- 
tained when trade is at its freest.” The Hull 
reciprocal trade policy long has recognized 
that tariffs and quotas should be reduced. 
But its limited acceptance at home is indi- 
cated by the “peril point” and “escape clause” 
reservations deplored by the commission—if 
not in the strongest possible language. In- 
deed the weaknesses of its report stein from 
a realization that its views are not fully 
shared. 

But why be timid? Opponents have the 
right and the opportunity to say what they 
will. Justifiable goals, however, will be real- 
ized only if, as the commission urges, “the 
American citizen in the years ahead devotes 
a larger portion of his time and energy di- 
rectly to the solution of the nation’s prob- 
lems.” We will then realize that our goals at 
home and abroad are interwoven, and that 
all of them are every citizen’s business. Short 
of that we are short of the fundamental goal 
of self-government.

Seating Arrangement 


Missouri's House of Representatives, al- 
ready unwieldy, will grow some more in 1963. 
Preliminary estimates by the state legislative 
research department show that the House 
will gain eight new seats, making 165 in all. 
And the state’s population growth since 1950 
also will add to inequities in the House. 

Most of the new Representatives will come 
from urban areas. St. Louis county alone will 
gain five, making 14 in all. Most of the iosses 
occurred in rural areas, with the exception 
of the City of St. Louis, which may lose three 
of its 18 House members because of the city’s 
population decline. St. Louis would still have 
the largest House delegation, but it would 
not have nearly enough to give its people 
representation equal to that in most counties. 

Under acomplicated constitutional formula, 
every county is entitled to one House mem- 
ber. Then the state population is divided by 
200. Counties with two and a half times the 
resulting figure are given two seats, counties 
with four times the figure are given three, 
counties with six times the figure are given 
four, and an additional member is added 


_ for every two and one half ratios above that. 


In 1963 the Representative from Wayne 
county—not the smallest in the state—will 
represent 7514 inhabitants. St. Louis city 
and county legislators will represent, on an 
average, about 49,000 inhabitants. Thus the 
present formula is a formula for unequal 
representation, and deliberately so. The Mis- 
souri House is a stronghold of rural minority 
interest in state affairs. The only way short- 
changed city voters can change it is through 
the formidable task of constitutional revision. 


Questions to Be Resolved 

The controversy over Harold See’s resig- 
nation as vice president of Southern Illinois 
University deserves to be thoroughly venti- 
lated, a task that is the primary responsi- 
bility of the university’s trustees. They are 
scheduled to meet next Saturday. Was Mr. 
See “canned,” as alleged by a Granite City 
business man who has close connections with 
the school? What had Mr. See done to be 
fired? : 

On its face the situation is more than a 
little puzzling to outsiders. University Presi- 
dent Morris says Mr. See asked to be relieved 
of the burden of running the Southwestern 
Campus and overseeing construction of the 
_nhew campus at Edwardsville. Mr. See con- 
firms that Mr. Morris has accurately de- 
scribed the incident. And in the ordinary 
course of events, that would be that. But 


for reasons growing in large measure from 
the Granite City man’s statement that Mr. 
See was fired, nagging doubts have arisen 
among the student body and faculty; a ma- 
jority of both groups want Mr. See to recon- 
sider and stay on. as vice president. 

Was Mr. See pushed into quitting? Was 
he the victim of administrative back-stab- 
bing? Mr. Morris and Mr. See both deny that 
this is so, but the doubts. linger on. A thor: 
ough inquiry by the trustees should be able 
to settle the matter one way or the other, 


Baron of Berryville 

Baron Byrd of Berryville is a name some- 
times given Virginia’s senior Senator. The 
defiance with which he has challenged Demo- 
cratic liberals—especially Senators Clark of 
Pennsylvania and Douglas of Illinois—makes 
it seem appropriate enough. Since his ap- 
pointment to the Senate in 1933, Byrd has 
accumulated more than a quarter-century of 
seniority with which he maintains his dom- 
inant position on the Finance Committee. 

As the head of a state political machine 
which.tolerates little opposition, he feels so 
safe that he is inclined to tolerate little more 
opposition in the Senate. Contemptuous of 
ordinary party discipline, it is a minor won- 
der that. he continues to designate himself 
as a Democrat. That is why Northern Demo- 
crats want to bar him from the party’s policy- 
making caucus and from committee chair- 
manships. 

They are justified by logic. After all, Byrd 
refused to back the Kennedy-Johnson ticket, 
and he has repeatedly opposed some of the 
most vital planks in the party platform. For 
example, he is against an old-age medical 
plan tied to Social Security. He is against 
using federal funds for housing and other 
public works. He is against school integra- 
tion, slum clearance, aid to distressed areas, 
federal aid for school construction, a fair 
employment practices committee and other 
items for which most Democrats feel obliged 
to work under the mandate given them by 
their electors. 

Byrd makes no bones about this. He has 
reiterated it in a letter to Senator Clark, 
Saying that he was doing this ‘so you can 
prepare your case against me with full knowl- 
edge of what my position will be.” He added 
that he regarded the Democratic platform as 
“radical, or leading to socialism and as being 
fiscally irresponsible.” In most democracies 
such opposition to a party which has just won 
the national elections would be unthinkable 
on the part of one of its members. Amer- 
icans, however, understand that it is possible 
for Byrd to be a Dixiecrat rather than a 
Democrat. 


His attitude nevertheless is a cause for 
concern to the new Administration. It is akin 
to the defiance of Representative Charles Hal- 
leck, the Republican leader in the House, who 
already has threatened to have the old con- 
servative Republican-Dixiecrat coalition in 
operation at the opening of the new Congress. 
President-elect Kennedy must prepare to act 
with the utmost authority and promptness 
if national objectives are not to be balked by 
sectionalists like Byrd and Halleck. These 
men have power far beyond what is war- 
ranted by the proportional strength of their 
constituencies, and they are ready to use it. 


If They Want a New Airport 

If, as seems almost certain, St. Louis and 
the county have allowed Weiss Airport to 
slip through their fingers as a site for a sec- 
ondary air field, it will be most regrettable. 
It will be evidence of the sort of poor leader- 
ship that is preventing this metropolitan area 
from keeping abreast of the swiftly moving 
jet age. 

This lack of initiative is so great that the 
Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce says 
there was “no response at all” to its offer to 
assist in acquiring Weiss and the necessary 
adjoining land by putting up the money for 
options. This is difficult to understand. The 
old Civil Aeronautics Administration, its suc- 
cessor, the Federal Aviation Agency, and 
various civic groups interested in aviation 
have for several years been pointing to the 
need for more airport facilities in this area. 
And while Weiss would not do as a second 
major airport, it would do as a secondary 
field for executive and private planes and 
thus take some of the load off Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, which is close to the saturation 
point. 

A concern planning a housing project on 
land adjoining Weiss delayed beginning con- 
struction for almost four months because of 
the possibility that the land would be needed 
if St. Louis and the county took over Weiss. 
Land suitable for air fields has been selling 
fast in recent years. The prices have been 
mounting steadily. It is only logical to expect 
that such other land as is available will jump 
in price if and when Weiss is removed com- 
pletely as a partial answer to the airport 
problem. 

How much bigger does the airport problem 
have to become before St. Louis and the 
county at least take a few steps toward meet- 
ing it? 


Choice of Moderation 

Senator Kennedy’s decision to make Gov. 
Luther Hodges. of North Carolina his Secre- 
tary of Commerce indicates something about 
the next President’s relations with business 
and with the South. 

Gov. Hodges offers long business and fed- 
eral and state political experience. He can 
be expected to avoid the conservatism of 
Eisenhower Secretaries of Commerce and to 
emphasize what President-elect Kennedy has 
constantly emphasized: the need for business 


growth to keep the nation healthy enough 


economically to meet its growing obligations. 
In North Carolina, Gov. Hodges -attracted 
national attention for prompting state indus- 
trial development. | 

This record in his home state might have 
proved a failure had not Gov. Hodges been 


a man of moderation on civil rights issues. 


He permitted token integration as a reason- 
able price for retaining public schools. Thus 
North Carolina avoided the strife which has 
hampered self-development in some other 
Southern states. 

With Vice President-elect Johnson at his 
side, and Gov. Hodges in his Cabinet, the next 
President obviously intends to work with 
Southern moderates. In the long run this 
policy may encourage desertions from the 
ranks of Southern die-hards. Mr. Kennedy 
will need all the help he can get for a vig- 
orous program, including any he can gain 
from the not-so-solid South,

Evolution of the White House Staff 


Mr. Kennedy Intends to Depart from Mr. Eisenhower's ‘Chief of Staff Idea

On Nov. 18, 1952, President Harry S. 
Truman and President-elect Dwight D. 
Eisenhower met at the White House 
and talked about the burden one would 
soon turn over to the other. 

Matthew J. Connelly, then secretary 
to Mr. Truman, told years later of part 
of the conversation he overheard be- 
tween the two men before the doors 
of the President's office were closed 
for a private conference. 

As recalled by Connelly, the dialogue 
went like this: 

Gen. Eisenhower: 

‘‘Who is your chief

Gen. Eisenhower’s query was a tip- 
off to what would turn out to be a 
great change at the White House. The 
man he had been calling his ‘‘chief of 
staff’ in the 1952 campaign was Gov. 
Sherman Adams of New Hampshire, 
and he intended to retain Adams in 
that role when he himself took over 
the presidency on Jan. 20, 1953. 

Six days after the Truman-Eisen- 
hower conference in the White House, 
the President-elect announced at his 
Hotel Commodore headquarters in 
New York that Adams would be As- 
sistant to the President, a $20,000-a- 
year job held in the Truman Adminis- 
tration by John R. Steelman. 


Immediately after the announce- 
ment, Adams told reporters that his 
White House duties would be much 
more comprehensive than Steelman’s, 
He said he would be a sort of ‘“‘over- 
seer’’ of executive business and would 
act as general liaison between the 
White House and the executive de- 
partments—and, to some extent, Con- 
gress. 

Now, eight years later, President- 
elect John F. Kennedy has let it be 
known that he is going to abolish the 
post of the Assistant to the President.

INTELLIGENCE: ITS EVOLUTION 
AND FORMS, by Gaston Viaud 
(Harper, 127 pgs., $2.25.) 

THE ANATOMY OF PLANTS, br F., 
Font Quer. (Harper, 128 pgs., $2.25.) 


Two little books by Profs. Viaud and 
Font Quer are the first volumes on bi- 
ology to be issued in Harper’s ‘‘Science 
Today” series. These small, hard- 
cover books are intended to present 
a variety of scientific subjects au- 
thoritatively, but at a level suited to 
the lay reader. 

M. Viaud, who is professor of psy- 
chophysiology at Strasbourg, presents 
a discussion of intelligence that is a 
model of what scientific populariza- 
tion ought to be. 

After a brief but graphic introduc- 
tion to the nature of intelligent behav- 
ior, Prof. Viaud divides his book into 


two sections, ‘‘Practical intelligence,” 
and “Logical and rational intelli- 
gence.” By “practical intelligence” 
the author means the ability to use 
bodily movements and actions to deal 
with external events—the human use 
of tools is the culmination of such 
intelligence, This section deals with 
animals, children, and primitive and 
civilized adults, which are interesting- 
ly contrasted. Also included here are 
the fascinating experiments of Koh- 
ler, Nissen, and others on the problem- 
solving ability of chimpanzees. 

The chapters on conceptual and ra- 
tional thought emphasize the depend- 
ence of the purely human forms of 
intelligence on language, which makes 
it possible to sum up thoughts and 
memories in verbal symbols. The

Considered purely from the 
technical standpoint, Nyquist’s 
appearance on the Washington 
University series constituted a 
triumph of the first magnitude. 

Occasionally, however, this 
very facility led him into some 
strange doings. I could not help 
feeling that his incessant stac- 
cato treatment of the fugue sub- 
ject in. Bach’s colossal Fantasia 
and Fugue in G Minor trans- 
formed the epic grandeur of the 
music into coy flippancy. 

A more restrained tempo, a 
more vocal concept of the in- 
dividual melodic lines, and per- 
haps even a bit less preoccupa- 
tion with the mechanics of at- 
tack and release, would, I sus- 
pect, have resulted in a per- 
formance that was meaningful 
and communicative, instead of 
the brilliant, somewhat precoci- 
ous reading which Nyquist sub- 
mitted,

Dan Topping was getting 
off the Spirit of St. Louis 
before he noticed the name 


of the Pullman he'd been rid- 
ing from New York: August A. 
Busch. The Yankees’ presi- 
dent taxied to the Chase Hotel 
and found the lobby crawling 
with chumps whose gaudily 
striped hat bands bore the 
printed exhortation: ‘Win with 
Falstaff!"’

It only seems confusing. 
Wait till baseball's loftiest in- 
tellects are brought together 
like malt and hops for a three- 
day exercise in chaos called 
the annual winter meetings of 
the major leagues. Here is 
the situation to be resolved in 
72 hours of keen, incisive 
bungling: 

There are now eight National 
League teams but maybe 
there'll be nine. There are 
now nine clubs in the Ameri- 
can League, which might play 
with eight or ten. One league 
has a schedule for 1961, sub- 
ject to revision, which several 
clubs have already announced 
as official. The other league 
has no schedule at all and both 


may wind up playing each 
other. 
Two big league franchises 


have been assigned to three 
cities, Houston, Minneapolis- 
St. Paul, where the owners 
have no territorial rights. Two 
other cities have been tapped 
for new franchises. National 
League owners in New York 
expect to operate in either 
1961 or 1962 in Yankee Stadium 
or the Polo Grounds or mid- 
air, sometimes called Flushing 
Meadow. No owner has been 
announced for the American 
League franchise in Los An- 
geles.

The Deep Freeze 


It is now open season for 
trading within and between 
the leagues, but 40 per cent of 
the players on . American 
Leaguee rosters are frozen, 
each club having set aside 15 
men for possible sale to new 
league members at $75,000 a 
man. The National League 
plans to give new members a 
fair shake by allowing each 
team to reserve only 15 of its 
40 players. With: 25 men to 
pick from on each roster, new 
clubs might get some wno 
could play ball. 

Before the Americans ar- 
ranged their talent pool for 
new teams, the Tigers shuffled 
their roster to bring in new 
prospects. Rules require that 
seven of the men marked 
available for purchase must 
have been with the team on 
Aug. 31. Only 20 on the Detroit 
roster were there Aug. 31, so 
setting aside seven of them 
leaves the Tigers with only 13 
worth using in trades.

The American League will be 
permitted to put a club in Los 
Angeles if it plavs its home 
games in the Rose Bowl. 

Walter O'Malley, the Dodgers’ 
owner, and Warren Giles, Na- 
tional League president, gave 
this stipulation to a committee 
for presentation to the American 
League at its meeting here 
today. 

The Rose Bowl proviso was 
disclosed by O'Malley following 
a special meeting of club repre- 
sentatives late last night in Com- 
missioner Ford Frick’s suite at 
the Park Plaza Hotel. The four- 
hour huddle lasted into the early 
morning hours. 

The two major leagues met in 
separate sessions today as the, 
attempted to solve the expansion 
dilemma in one of bhaseball’s 
most important gatherings since 
Abner Doubleday pioneered the 
game 

Leagues Open Meetings. 

As the winter meetings offi- 
cially opened, A.L. club officials 
convened with president Joe 
Cronin in the Stockholm Reom 
on the Park Plaza mezzanine 
Far above, in the Tiara Room en 
the twenty-sixth floor, the N.L 
leaders met with Giles 

The special meeting last nicht 
was arranged in an attempt to 
settle the differences between 
the leagues and clear the way 
for the A.L.’s expansion to 10 
clubs for 1961. 

Giles said he was confident 
that a solution would be worked 
out. ‘It may not make every- 
body happy,” he said, ‘but it 
won't be a fight.”’ 

O'Malley rejected a counter- 
proposal that would allow the 
new L.A. team to use the Colise- 
um or Wrigley Fie!d.

O'Malley, who has objected 
strongly to sharing the Coliseum 


with a new Americin League 
club, has recommended two 
nine-team leagues next season, 
with inter-league scredules.

e-s were cool to that proposal, 
intended for only one season, 

The A.L. voted to expand to 
19 teams in 1961 by moving the 
Washington franchise to Minne- 
a>olis-St. Paul, putting a team 
in Los Angeles and installing a 
new club in Washington. 

N.L. Increase in 1992. 

The more cautious National 
League plans to increase to 10 
clubs in 1962 by adding New 
York and Houston. 

Another alternative would be 
to stick to eight clubs for next 
season. In that case the new 
Washington franchise headed by 
Elwood Quesada would have to 
sit out one year.” However, it 
was feared that Congress would 
object to keeping major. league 
ball out of the nation’s capital 
for even one season, 

If the two leagues come to 
an agreement today Frick could 
call them immediately to settle 
the matter in joint session. Then 
the American League could pro- 
ceed with setting up an owner 
in Los Angeles and distribute 
the 120-man pool (15 from each 
club) to stock the two new 
teams. Each new club must 
take 28 men at $75,000 each. 

Of the four groups which have 
made bids for the American 
League franchise in Los Angeles, 
the group headed by cowboy 
singer Gene Autry and former 
Stanford football star Bobby 
Reynolds appears to have the 
inside track. Autry, a prosper- 
ous businessman, and Reynolds,

Sugar Ray's Finish 
Sugar Ray Robinson, who 
gained a draw with Gene Full- 
mer in their bout for the Na- 
tional Boxing Association ver- 
sion of the middleweight 
_ championship at Los Angeles, 
says he doesn’t know whether 
he’s interested in continuing 
boxing. 

If Robinson should decide to 
call it quits after a career of 
more than 20 years, he will 
leave with the knowledge that 
his last effort was one of his 
best and also with the knowl- 
edge that many ringsiders and 
many TV viewers felt he had 
won,

But the best he got was a 
standoff. The referee voted for 
him, one judge for Fullmer 
| and the other called it even. 
That made it an official draw 
and thus the champion re- 
tained his title. 


Tommy Hart was the referee 
who voted for Robinson. The 
score card of Hart, a capable 
official, caused confusion in 
the minds of fans watching on 
TV, at least, because it ap- 
peared that he had given Rob- 
inson 11 rounds and Fullmer 
four. 

But the voting was done on 
a point system. The winner 
of a round got one or more 
points to five and, the loser 
none. Neither got anything for 
an even round. 

Thus an examination § of 
| Hart’s card showed that he 

had called nine rounds for Rob- 

inson, four for Fullmer with 
two even and awarded Robin- 
son 11 points to four for Full- 

mer. In only. two rounds did 

he give the winner more than 

one point. Those were the 
fourth and the eleventh, each 
of which he scored for Sugar 

Ray by two points. 

Judge George Latka, who 
called the match a draw with 
eight points for each man 
awarded Fullmer eight rounds, 
six to Robinson and scored one 
even. He likewise gave Robin- 

| son two points in the fourth 
and eleventh rounds, with one 
point going to the winner of 
the other rounds.

for Fullmer, five for Robinson 
and one even. He didn’t see a 
round in which the victor was 
entitled to more than one 
point. 

Harry Kessler, prominent 
national referee, watched the 
bout on television here and 
while he didn’t announce his 
score, he believed that Robin- 
son had won. , 

“It was a very close bout,” 
said Harry. ‘‘There was con- 
siderable holding, but it was 
hard to detect just which fight- 
er was the more guilty. Full- 
mer rushes an opponent, who 
is forced to tie him up or run. 
Gene bulls his way in close to 
pound the body. 


“Robinson appeared to me | 


to have made a great showing, 
particularly considering the 
fact that he is 40 years old 
and has been boxing so long. 
He not only went the full 
route, but didn’t appear to be 
too tired at the finish.” 

There was considerable talk 
about the fight at the baseball 
gathering of the major leagues 
at the Chase Hotel, too. Many 
of the visitors had viewed the 
metch on TV. 

Frank Slocum, assistant to 
Baseball Commissioner Ford 
Frick, said: 

“TIT saw Robinson fight and 
knock out Norman Rubio in 
Madison Square Garden _ in 
1942 and I thought he looked 
as good against Fullmer as 
he did that night.”

Different on TV 


There is a big difference, of 
course, in watching a match 
at ringside and on television 
and this one was particularly 
difficult to judge. 

Robinson, the former Walker 
Smith of Detroit, is considered 
by many experts to 2 the 
greatest fighter—for his pounds 
and inches—in the last 20 
years, 

In 154 bouts, he has won all 
except 11, and 93 were knock- 
outs. He lost seven decisions, 
boxed two draws, one no-de- 
cision and was stopped once. 

He has been a combination 
puncher and boxer. In _ his 
prime, he possessed a knock- 
out punch in either hand and 
was a master boxer who could 
do everything required of a 
great ring craftsman. 

Joe Maxim stopped him, 
June 25, 1952, in a bout for 
the light heavyweight title. 
Although Robinson appeared 
to be winning at the end of 
the thirteenth round, he was 
unable to come out for the 
fourteenth because of the tor- 
rid heat and the pounding of 
Maxim. 

Ray held the middleweight 
championship five times and 
previously was the welter- 
weight titleholder. 

Robinson has been a contro- 
versial figure in the ring. He 
always has been arrogant and 
self-centered and had little re- 
gard for the other fellow. Nu- 
merous promoters have suf- 
fered financial losses because 
of his refusal to go through

NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (AP)— 


Signs grew this ‘veek that 1960 
will pass into history without 
much quickening of long-sluggish 
consumer demand for copper, 
lead and zinc.

Another analyst, 
understanding of Wall 
bounces, says: ‘Don't 
porary rallies fool you. Business 
news is bad, earnings are bad, 
and both are going to get worse. 
As soon as people get the silly 
notion out treir heads that an 
upturn in business will take 
place in the first half of next 
year, bang! Selling will inundate 
stock prices.” 

Interim Before Decision. 
There, in those two questions, 
is the stock market in essence. 
No mystery. No high-falutin 
theory. Just one clear funda- 
mental: As goes business, so go 
stock. prices. That's the Great 
Guessing Contest: Which way 
the economy? 

If the recession gets deeper, 
if we’re headed into a further 
business decline which will 
aggravate unemployment, 
squeeze earnings, and force 
more dividend reductions, then 
this is a lull before anether 
leg in the bear market. But 
if business is to improve, then 
the stock market will improve 
too—and probably four to six 
months ahead of business. 
Ever since mid-'59, the stock 
market has been ‘‘defensive.’’ 
Utility shares, long looked upon 
as’ the conservative investor's 
hideaway (good steady yield), 
have been strong. In contrast, 
the industrial and railroad 
shares, which_ respond to 
changes in business activity, 
have drifted downward. Infer- 
ence: Wall Street seers—the 
banks, the investment trusts, 

| investment counsel, and other 
substantial investors—have been 
moving out of cyclical stocks 
and into companies whose long- 
term growth tends to ride over 
recessions.

WHAT'S TO TURN BUSINESS UPWARD?

bull market nor bear market. 

But lately the utilities have 
slipped and the industrials and | 
rails (even the stepchild rails!) 
have shown rallying tendencies. 
This could be feeling for the 
business turn. Yet, day-to-day 
industrial news is not encourag- 
ing. Manufacturers’ shipments 
and new orders slipped again 
in October. And _ inventories 
were reduced for the second 
successive month. If business 
men use up stuff on their shelves, 
that means less _ production, 
fewer jobs, and a prolongation 
of high level stagnation. It could 
even result in a further business 
drop. 

Steel producers, who earlier 
were counting the weeks to an 
upturn on the fingers of one 
hand, now. put. both = hands 
behind their backs. Automobile 
companies report good sales, 
but somehow stocks of cars con- 
tinue high. Rationalization: 
More brands and models require 
dealers to carry more vehicles. 

Excuses, Excuses, Excuses. 
The Christmas selling jubilee 
starts none too robustly. Depart- 
ment store sales, which had been 
running throughout the year on 
even terms or better than 1959, 
made sorry comparisons during 
November. 

For this, merchants have ex- 
cuses. First, the election; then 
the after-doubts, when the vote 
was so close, pushed shopping 
out of householders’ minds. 
That's logical. Federal Reserve 
Board statistics indicate that in 
cther Presidential years depart- 
ment store volume was affected 
adversely. 

Second, weather. It has been 
unseasonably warm. (How 
often have we heard this!). 
Sales of big-ticket items—win- 
ter overcoats, heavy suits, 
furs—have not been good. 
Third, October was an excep 
tional month. Sales jumped 4% 
(seasonally adjusted) from 
September. So, a November 
letdown may have been in 
order. 

Which brings us back to where 
I started: What's to turn busi- 
ness around—put it up? 

This takes a compound answer: 
One, government spending is on 
the increase. Two, consumers, 
though not profligate spenders, 
still gnaw away at inventories. 
Three, sooner or later business 
men will have to stop living on 
inventories and start buying. 

Four, it's always darkest be- 
fore dawn! This was so in 1958- 
59. Wall Street had that business 
recovery pegged and pessimism 
was greatest when the bottom 
was past.

Just a Quiet Night 
On the Police Beat 


MIAMI, Dec. 5. 

THE BLACK CAR pulled away from the curb. The man 
lifted the microphone, depressed the cam and said: ‘Eight 
thirty . . . Ten twenty one.” Eight thirty is Lt. Jack Tuck- 
field's number. Ten twenty one meant that he had finished 
his coffee and was back 
on duty. A woman dis- 
patcher’s voice came in 
from Dade County Public 
Safety Department. 

This was Ramona Shel- 
ton. She repeated the 
words of the policeman, 
Then she said: ‘Ten twen- 
ty at North West Eight- 
eenth avenue and Sixty- 
ninth terrace. Two young 
colored males. One sus- 
pect named Tex carrying 
a shotgun.” A _ grocery 
store had been held up. 
Other Dade county police 
cars began to call in, Five 
of them closed fast. 

Tuckfield, a dark man 
with deep wavy hair, was 

: | second on the scene. Two 
JIM BISHOP wrecks away, a Negro de- 

tective named Busby was 
on the radio. He had the boy with the shotgun. The other 
One was running through backyards. When the lieutenant ar- 
rived, Tex was standing with his back to Busby and his wrists 
were in handcuffs. 

Busby is fat and wears his panama brim up, like Jack 
Leonard. ‘Who's the boy was with you?” he said. The boy 
who had the shotgun shrugged. The detectives conferred for 
a moment. Other cars came up, their brazen lights showing 
the fear on dark faces in hallways, 


Tuckfield got back in his car. He called in and 
left the scene, roaming the night streets. Dade county 
covers 2250 miles and 800,000 people of assorted dis- 
positions. The police department is new. It took over 
the old sheriff’s office in May 1957 and it now has 560 
men on the roster. The new police department covers 
all the towns except Miami and Hialeah. 


The lieutenant moved on to the Palace. This is a big juke 
box hangout with an odor of stale wine in the air.

Inside, a juke box and a floor fan hummed. The detec- 
tives looked at the crowded faces of men and women packed 
tight.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5. 

IT IS TIME the Federal Gov- 
ernment did something to help 
the fat man. 

As it is now, nobody does 
much for the fat man except 

jeer him. 

“Hi, Tubby,” they say, poking 
him in the stomach. ‘‘Aren’t you 
putting on a little weight?” 

Yet fat people are vital to the 
American economy. Since we 
have some 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
overweight people, they outnum- 
ber farmers or manufacturers by 
a large margin. 

Congress regularly rushes to 
the rescue of the farmer with 
crop benefit payments and to 
the aid of the manufacturer with 
protective tariffs. 

But the only Government help 
fat people get is a periodic warn- 
ing from the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service that if they 
don’t lose weight they probably 
won't live as long. 


This is not enough. If fat 
people are a great natural re- 
source and they are! — they 
should be treated as such. The 
Government should encourage 
them to reduce by offering 
them solid inducements, just 
as it helps the farmer and the 
manufacturer and the oil well 
owners, 


For example, why not a fat 
depletion allowance on your in- 
come tax? 

Under this plan your doctor 
would indicate how much over- 
weight you were, and give you a 
diet. Then when you went to 
pay your income tax, the collec- 
tor would give you a one per 
cent reduction for each pound 
, you had lost, in recognition of 


your valiant and patriotic effort 
to save a worthwhile part of 
America—namely yourself. 

Other inducements, of course, 
are possible. 

Since obesity. has been medi- 
cally found to be harder to cure 
(over a period of years) than 
cancer, any fat man or woman 
who takes off his blubber and 
keeps it off is a real hero. 

Then why not recognize them

as such? Why shouldn’t Congress 
strike off medals to honor them 
as “heroes of the battle of the 
human bulge, and saviors of the 
national waistline?’’ 

A medal would go to anyone 
who lost 10 pounds, a medal 
with one oak leaf cluster to those 
who lost 15 pounds; a medal 
with five oak leaf clusters to 
those who lost 35 or more 
pounds. 

These medals would be more 
than mere symbols of thanks 


from a_ grateful Government. 
They would entitle the wearer to 
seats in crowded subways and 
busses, the right to park his car 
in restricted areas, tickets on 
the 50-yard line at football games 
and a place of honor on the re- 
viewing stand at all parades and 
public ceremonies. 

Naturally an honor such as 
this would have to be continuous- 
ly earned. All ex-fatties would 
have to step on the scales twice 
a year at nationwide weighing- 
ins and prove they still were 
heroes. 


Backsliders—those who had 
gained weight—would be ruth- 
lessly stripped of their medals 
and privileges, and drummed 
out of the heroes’ corps. In 
another six months they could 
try again. 


As a final reward for long 
valor, the Government might 
grant full Social Security pen- 
sions at 60 (instead of 62 or 65) 
to all men and women who had 
kept their weight down continu- 
ously for 25 years or more. 


A federal fat control program 
such as herein outlined may 
sound like another raid on the 
Treasury by another special 
privilege group. 

Actually, it isn’t. Unlike the 
federal farm surplus program it 
probably would more than pay 
its own way—because it would 
keep millions. of former fat peo- 
ple alive longer, paying taxes 
years beyond their expected 
span. 

One thing you can say about 
any one who opposes this pro- 
gram of national recognition. 

-He ain’t a fat man. The fat 
man already gets enough advice. 
What he needs is real help with 
a weighty problem.

Some ‘Americans 


(,o0 Home’ Ideas 


PARIS, Dec. 5. 

FOR YEARS those of us who have lived in Europe have 
Seen signs scrawled on walls, “Americans Go Home.” We 
didn’t pay any attention to them as we knew they were 
painted in the early hours of the morning, either by Com- 
munists or embittered 
young men who lost their 
girls to American G.L.s, 

But now it’s official. 
The President of the 
United States wants Amer- 
ican dependents to come 
home and real fast. 

The President's an- 
nouncement came as a 
shock because for three 
months preceding the elec- 
tion, we were assured by 
him, and Mr. Nixon and 
everyone in the Republi- 
can party, that things 
couldn’t be better with 
the United States and that 
economy - wise and pres- 
tige-wise we were sitting 
On the top of the world, 

Now even before all the 
votes have been counted 
we're told that the United 
States economy is indeed in trouble and if we don’t get the 
wives and children of our soldiers and sailors back to the 
United States, they're going to spend us all into bankruptcy. 

Everyone is upset over the news, as indeed they should 
be. The dependents are upset for obvious reasons, but the 
nationals in countries where our servicemen are stationed 
are also upset. You can say what you will about American 
servicemen, but they are the biggest spenders of any army 
in the world and they have brought happiness to shopkeepers, 
restaurant owners, bartenders and bar girls the world over. 


And while there are a few nationalists who will 
celebrate the departure of G.I. dependents, the ma- 
jority of the people will be sorry to see them go be- 
cause the dependents always brought a little part of 
America with them wherev-r they went. 


The -question now is which dependents should be sent 
home first. One suggestion, by a colonel who shall remain 
nameless, is that priority be given to all wives who wear 
Bermuda shorts or slacks in French or German towns. 

This could possibly take care of 50,000 dependents. 


A second suggestion comes from another colonel who is 
a friend of the first colonel. He says there are probably 
thousands of servicemen who secretly would like to see their 
Wives sent home, but are too frightened to say so. 


The colonel suggests that large black ballot boxes be 
placed in front of the offices of the commanding. officers on 
each base, where the men could ‘‘volunteer”’ the names of 
their wives. 


The boxes would be guarded by M.P.s and only the C.O. 
would have access to them. ; 

The colonel thinks this would take care of another 150,000 
dependents, which is almost the goal President Eisenhower 
has set for the armed forces. 

The ‘rest of the quota could be made up by G.I. parents 
who would like to get their children out of their hair. 

It is true that American dependents are responsible for 
a certain amount of spending abroad but in fairness to them, 


it is nothing comparable to what the American tourist spends 
Outside the United States, 


But the United States has been unable to get 
many foreign tourists to come to America. The 
strongest and wealthiest country in the world still 
doesn’t have a national tourist office, nor has any 
effort, except by the airline companies, been made 
to encourage people to visit us and bring back some 


of that gold the Americans have been spending 
abroad, 


One of our first suggestions, though this will probably get 
Us a subpena to appear before the Senate Internal Security 
Committee, is that if we’re really serious about wanting tour- 
ists, we have to do away with tourist visa requirments in 
the United States. Although Americans are no longer re- 
quired to have visas to visit any country in Western Europe, 
the United States still requires foreign tourists to apply for 
them if they want to visit America. 

This is a very distasteful procedure for most foreigners 
and is one of the reasons they haven't wanted to come to the 


United States, although many of them have the desire to pay 
us a visit. 

The argument, of course, is that if we do away with 
tourist visas a lot of spies could sneak into the country. But

LETITIA BALDRIGE, who 
will become White House social 
secretary next month, combines 
the charm and assurance of a 
career diplomat with the breezy 
forthrightness of her Nebraska 
background and the appearance 
of a fashion model. 


Her nickname, Tish, is her 
only diminutive feature. 
Now in her early 30s, she 


stands an erect 6 feet 14 inches 
in her stocking feet, which more 
often are encased in custom- 
made, high-heeled Italian shoes. 
Her blond hair is swept back 
from her forehead in an expen- 
sively casual coiffure, and she 
carries herself with the easy 
grace of an athlete. 

She likes to wear ‘‘easy fit- 
ting” suits during the day, 
simple black crepe dresses, and 
jewels with just about every- 
thing. Diamonds set in gold are 
her favorite gems, she said, and 
French perfume her biggest ex- 
travagance. 

She spoke knowledgably of 
the secretary's duties. They will 
run the range from organizing 
state dinner parties to guaran- 
teeing that First Lady Jacque- 
line Kennedy's life runs as 
smoothly as possible. Her duties 
also will include the difficult 
assignment of making the Presi- 
dent’s mansion “warm and 
cozy.”” 

“And I'll have my own park- 
ing place at the White House,” 
she added with a grin. ‘No 
more driving around blocks, 
looking for a place to put the 
er.” 

Tish approches the job with 
enthusiasm but no _ illusions 
about the amount of work in- 
volved. Inspection tours of the 
White House under the guidance 
of the present secretary, Mrs. 
Mary Jane McCaffree, prompted 
an immediate decision. 

“I'll keep flat shoes under my 
desk to wear when I’m working 
behind scenes,”’ she said. ‘““The 
amount of footwork in the White 
House is fantastic.”’ 

She had not even a tentative 
schedule in mind for her work- 
ing days. 

“IT know the hours will be 
simply ghastly—I don’t let my- 
self think about that,’’ she said. 

Life began grooming her for 
such a post early in the 1930s 


when her father, H. Malcolm 
Baldrige, a Republican, was 
elected to Congress and the 


family moved here from Omaha. 
As a child she attended the tra- 
ditional Easter egg rolling par- 
ties at the White House when 
the guest list was limited to 
children of Cabinet members, 
Senators and Congressmen. 

“It was all very formal and 
glamorous,” she recalled. 

She attended Miss Porter’s 
School for Girls at Farmington, 
Conn., where she met Jacque- 
line Bouvier, later to become 
Mrs. John F. Kennedy. The two 
girls formed a friendship which 
was to continue through the 
years. They went on to Vassar 
College, Tish a couple of years 
ahead of Jacqueline. 

Miss Baldrige majored in Eng- 
lish “but did so badly that they 
told me to switch to psychol- 
ogy,”” she said. 

After graduation she sought 
a State Department job abroad. 
She spoke French and Italian 
fluently, and read Spanish, but 
that wasn’t enough. 

“The first question they asked 
was whether I could type and 
take shorthand,’”’ she said, so 
she engaged a tutor and com- 
pleted a year’s business course 
in two months. 

“I thought if I could get a 
job right away it would more 
than justify the added expense 
of private lessons, and it did,” 
she said. 


Her first post was in Paris 
where she was secretary to 
Mrs. David Bruce, whose hus- 
band was Ambassador to 
France, and where she re- 
ceived “enormously valuable 
training.”” She returned to 
Washington when Bruce left 
Paris and spent a couple of 
years at a Government job 
which she could describe only 
as “intelligence.” 


But she preferred foreign 
service and applied to Time- 
Life publications for a job in 
Rome. It was a lucky decision.

Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce, then 
Ambassador to Italy and wife of 
the Time-Life publisher, had just 
arrived at Rome and needed an 
assistant who could type, take 
shorthand, speak Italian, super- 
vise the Embassy, and cope with 
protocol. Tish’s application was 
called to her attention. 

“Ten days later I was in 
Rome, hired sight unseen,’’ Miss 
Baldrige related. 

There she found herself in a 
position comparable to that of 
an' Ambassador’s wife. She 
handled all the details of Em- 
bassy life, including deciding 
whom to seat “above the salt’ 
at diplomatic functions. She en- 
joyed the work tremendously. 
She astonished the Romans with 
her flair for their language. 

When Mrs. Luce returned to 
the United States in 1956, Tish 
estabilshed herself in New York 
and in the newly-created job of 
public relations director for Tif- 
fany’s jewelry company.~ 

Once more special studies 
were indicated. She enrolled in 
classes dealing with the history 
of design in china, silver and 
jewels and the history of art. 


Later she made a special trip to 
the White House to study the 
$100,000 gold-dipped silver collec- 
tion beaueathed by the late Mar- 
garet Thomson Biddle. 

She also found time for the 
writing which her Vassar teach- 
ers thought she could not do.

TV Acquires Recent, First-Rate Movies

ST. LOUISANS who watch 
late movies on television will, 
before long, have more of a rea- 
son than ever for missing sleep. 

All four of the city’s commer- 
cial stations have acquired 
“‘packages”’ of some of the bet- 
ter motion pictures of the com- 
paratively recent past, and 
these will begin appearing about 
mid-December or at least early 
in the new year. 

Release of these later pictures 
to television doesn’t mean that 
St. Louisans won’t have to look 
at movies of earlier vintage—of 
the 1920s, ’30s and ’40s. The four 
commercial stations use, rough- 
ly, 50 feature length movies a 
week, which means that they 
devour about 2600 in a year’s 
time. Hollywood’s major studios, 
working full time, could not keep 
TV's insatiable maw filled. More 
feature movies are required by 
television in a month than Holly- 
wood can produce in a year. 

KSD-TV’s recently - acquired 
list, largely Warner Brothers 
productions, is made up of 40 
feature pictures made since 
1950, some of them as late as 
1958. Harold Grams, general 
manager of the station, de- 


scribes the 40 as ‘‘the finest sin- 
gle package of films ever re- 
leased to television. Every one 
of the pictures,” he says, “‘is a 
top quality feature.”’ 

The “package” includes Judy 
Garland’s ‘“‘A Star Is Born,” the 
late James Dean's “Rebel With- 
out a Cause,” Joan Crawford's 
“The Damned Don’t Cry,”’ John 
Wayne’s “The High and the 
Mighty” and ‘‘Hondo,” ‘Plunder 
in the Sun,” with Glenn Ford 
and Diana Lynn, and “The 
Prince and the Showgirl,” star- 
ring Laurence Olivier and Mari- 
lyn Monroe. 

KSD-TV plans to schedule 
these later pictures on Saturday 
nights beginning Jan. 7 with 
“The High and the Mighty.” 

KMOX-TV, one of five CBS- 
owned stations, will have avail- 
able for use after the first of 
the year 200 movies produced by 
Columbia Pictures, none made 
earlier than 1948 and most of 
them produced between that year 
and 1955. Gene Wilkey, KMOX- 
TV vice president and general 
manager, says the purchase 
“represents the first release to 
television of post-’48 films from 
Columbia Pictures.”’ Also in the 
new acquisition are 75 other pic- 
tures made by Universal-Interna- 
tional before 1948, but only now 


released to television. 

The KMOX-TV list 
such productions as 
King’s Men,” 
Crawford; ‘‘The Caine Mutiny,” 
with Humphrey Bogart and Van 
Johnson; “Born Yesterday,” 
starring Judy Holliday and Wil- 
liam Holden; ‘‘Death of a Sales- 
man,” with Fredric March, and 
“Tne Last Hurrah,” starring 
Spencer Tracy.

IT’S NOT IMPOSSIBLE, and certainly not unusal, for one | 
child to have a much more severe allergy than another in the | 


same family. 


In this particular case, in’ the list of bothersome foods, 


only two are very common ones—wheat and eggs. Eggs (use- 
ful mainly for their protein values) can easily be substituted 


for with cheese, poultry, fish, meat (except pork in this case) 
and milk. 


The wheat allergy obviously means avoiding ordinary 
baked goods, since most of them use wheat flour and a lot of 


them include eggs. 
Yet from the standpoint of nutritional diet, 


rice, oatmeal and soy bean. 


Avoid the things to which he is allergic. As he 
grows older, if he is protected from them, he may 
gradually build up a tolerance. 

For instance, I once knew a pair of twins—one was 
allergic to wheat, the other to oats. Separate and 
special baby formulas had to be prepared for each of 
them. But they eventually outgrew the allergies, and 
now they can eat the foods that used to cause them 
to itch and scratch. 


Dear Dr. Molner: 


CAN ANGINA PECTORIS be detected only by means of 


the stethoscope? K. G. 


No, you’re on a false track. Angina pectoris is a 
symptom, a pain in the heart region, sometimes extend- 
ing into the shoulder and arm. It’s a sympton resulting 
from a heart deficiency. (Naturally there are plenty 
of other causes for pain in these regions, but the 
angina pain is usually severe and unmistakeable.) Any- 
way, angina is not detected by the stethoscope. Indeed, 
the heart sounds (which are heard by the stethoscope) 
can be very normal in patients with angina.

Now in its fifth year, the club 
boasts of members as far away 
as India and proudly proclaims 
that it makes up an “‘important”’ 
part of Columbia Records. The 
club may offer any Columbia re- 
lease and also it has the rights 
to Mercury and Verve records. 

RCA Victor has, since 1957, 
been meeting the challenge but 
that company is not yet willing 
to release figures on its mem- 
bership. 

The clubs run on the same 
billing principles and 


members. Each month the 
clubs send out a magazine de- 
scribing the selections. for that 
particular month and asking 
that the member take either 


ternate, or none at all. The 
catch, in taking none at all, is 


| that a card must be sent back 


to the club refusing the rec- 
ords. Many people forget to 
send this card back in time 
and therefore receive the cur- 
rent selection automatically. 
THE CLUBS are broken down 
according to musical tastes. RCA 
individualizes its clientele into 
either the RCA Victor Metropoli- 
tan Opera Club, the Society of 
Great Music, or the Popular Al- 
bum club. Columbia breaks 
down differently into Classical, 
Jazz, Broadway, Movies, Tele- 
vision and Musical Comedies 
and their popular music fixture 
which they coyly name the Lis- 
tening and Dancing club. Both 
clubs are divided into Stereo and 
Monaural, but Columbia’s stereo 


| club only breaks down to Classi- 


cal and Popular. 

Columbia also has a billing di- 
vision which doesn't make a se- 
lection each month, but is sent 
whatever record is the current 
offering. These people, who want 
to build a record collection, but 
who put sublime trust in their 
record club to make the selec- 
tion for them, are in the ‘‘auto- 
matic” billing group. 

The clubs, of course, take 
great care in picking each 
month’s selection so the auto- 
matic group is not taking mere- 
ly pot luck. The story is told 
of one woman who was embar- 
rassed because she mispro- 
nounced the names of compos- 
ers in the record stores so she 
joined a record club to escape 
the smug corrections of the 
slightly superior clerks. 

Some of the more esoteric book 
clubs have been geting into the 
act by offering recordings of 
poets reading their own works. 
These offerings come from the 
now famous Caedmon poetry 
series.
